WHAT SOLTAN’S DECLARATION MEANS. 


Sublime Porte Seeks to Throw Blame 
on Greece for the Outbreak 
of Hostilities. 


Constantinople, April 17.—The Council of 
Ministers, after a session at the palace te- 
day, declared that war had broken out on 
the frontier owing to the ineursion by the 
Greeks on Turkish territory, and Edhem 
Pasha, the Turkish Military Commander, 
was ordered to assume the offensive. This 
announcement of the actual existence of a 
state of war on the frontier was at firs¢ 
misunderstood, reports that the Council of 

inisters had declared war on Greece be- 
ing widely circulated. It was also reported 
that the Council of Ministers had decided 
to recall Assim Bey, the Turkish Minister 
at Athens, and give passports to Prince 
Maurocordato, the Greék Minister at Con- 
stantinople. These réports of the severance 
of all diplomatic relations between Turkey 
and Greece have been denied. 

The situation is summed up in a detailed 
circular sent this evening to the Turkish 
representatives abroad. This circular re- 
cells the week’s invasion of Turkish terri- 
tory, and states that the newest incursion 
was participated in by Greek troops, there- 
by establishing war. The circular expresses 
the hope that the powers, in a spirit of jus- 
tice, will agree that the entire responsibil- 
Iity for the war falls on Greece. Turkey has 


no idea of conquest, the circular adds, and 


as a fresh proof of pacific sentiments the 
Sublime Porte offers to retire the Turk‘sh 
troops on the frontier if Greece will retire 
her forces from the frontier and from Crete. 


‘NIGHT ATTACK MADE BY THE TURKS. 


Fierce Assawit On Mount Analipsis, 
but the Greeks Hold Their Own 
Magnificentliy. 


Atzens, April 17.—(Midcnigt 
of the fact thats reports ft te that 
firing on the frontier céased at midday, a 
telegram from Larissa at 7 o'clock in the 
evening says that firing continued past 4 
o’clock this (Saturday) afternoon, The line 
of fire exteudéd from Mount Analipsis to 
Klephtika Gentekia, a distance equal to 
ninety minutes’ march. The Turks, falling 
back, abandoned several stations, which 
the Greeks promptly occupied. The Greeks 
cannonaded the ‘Turks from the Greek posi- 
tion at Tsamteja in the rear. The cannon- 
ading caused much excitement at other 
points. Since noon strong bodies of the 
Turks have concentrated in the direction of 
Mount Analipsis. At 5 o’clock the firing 
slackened. It is expected that the Turks 
will attempt a night attack upon Analipsis, 
which was the central point of the battle. 
Greek reinforcements have arrived, and 
there is a general movement of troops to- 
ward the frontier. Reinforcements are be- 
ing hurried toward the frontier from all 
directions. : 

1 a. m.—An official dispatch from La- 
rissa dated at 9 o’clock last (Saturday) night 
says that the Turks, under cover of dark- 
ness, are assauiting the Greek forces at 
Mount Analipsis with great flerceness. The 
Greek resistence so far has been magnifi- 
cent and spirited. The Greeks still maintain 
their positions. The firing began at Critso- 
vali, with an attempt of the Turks to oc- 
cupy a strategic position in the neutral zone. 
The Turks continue to abandon their ad- 
vance posts, a general movement apparent- 
ly taking place. Firing is reported from 
Moluna. 

From Larissa the flashing of guns can be 
geen.

After the firing 
ceased orders were issued to the Greeks to 
maintain their positions, but to avoid pro- 
voking en®unters with the Turks. 


FOMENTING A MACEDONIAN REVOLT. 


National League Refuses to Move Un- 
leas Supported—Great Quanti- 
ties of War Material. 


London, April 17.—Since the arrival of the 
Greek commahnder-in-chief,. the Crown 
Prince Constantine, on the frontier, Greek 
emissaries have scoured Macedonia in an 
endeavor to foment a rising of the inhabi- 
tants against Turkish rule, but it is re- 
ported these agents have been rather disap- 
pointed and that the National League has 
refused to move again without an absolute 
promise that its forces will be supported by. 
those of the regular army. 

It is understood that agents in London of 
the National League haVe been active for a 
long time past in exporting arms, ammuni- 
tion, and canned foods to Greece for the use 
of the irregular forces. :

The early bulletins 
stating that war had been declared led to ex- 
pressions of regret that the aggressive 
course of Greece had compelled Turkey, aft- 
er exhausting every means of averting war, 
to take the offensive. The later dispatches, 
stating that the actual declaration of war 
had not been made, was received with satis- 
faction. The Minister is hopeful that an 
outbreak may yet be averted, although he 
fears that the incursions of the Greek ir- 
regulars across the Turkish border may. 
compel Turkey to take decisive action. He 
is emphatic in stating that Turkey is ex- 
hausting every possible means of avoiding 
war. 

Representative Hitt, Chairman of the 
House Committee on Foreign Affairs dur- 
ing the last Congress, and the undoubted 
Chairman of the new committee, read the 
early dispatches from Constantinople, and 


then commented briefly on the situation. 


“In the event of war,” said he, the 
duty of the United States will be plain to 
maintain neutrality and see that our treaty, 
obligations are maintained. The sympathy 
of our people will be with Greece in ‘this 
struggle. Compared with Turkey, she is 
weak in military resources. But the Greeks 
are strong beyond their border, and there 
is a large Greek population within Turkey.

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BANKER AVOIDS THE SHERIFF 
GIVES HIMSELF UP. 


Faces the Alumni Charge of Embeasle- 
ment from the University of $100,- 
000 and Is Released on an Unsatis- 
factory Bond for $25,000—Dr. Har- 
lam Signs It—Attorney Oliver Agrees 
to Have His Client in Court with 
New Sureties on Tuesday. 


Charles W. Spalding, defaulting Treasurer 
of the University of Illinois and President 
of the defunct Globe Savings Bank, gave 
himself up yesterday while Deputy Sheriffs 
were scouring the town for him with war- 
rants issued on a complaint charging him 
with embezzling $100,000 of the funds of 
the university. He was released on a tem- 
porary bond for $25,000 signed by Dr. Alli- 
son W. Harlan, but which was in turn guar- 
anteed by John M. Oliver, who, while he 
did not sign the bond, gave his word as a 
lawyer that Spalding would appear next 
Tuesday morning to give a bond about the 
validity of which there could be no doubt. 


Alamnus Causes the Arrest. 

The bench warant was issued by Judge 
Dunne of the Circuit Court on the com- 
plaint of George N. Morgan, an alumnus 
of the university. 

The neglect of the trustees to take steps 
to punish the man who had dissipated the 
funds of their alma, mater led a number of 
the alumni to hold a secret meeting in a 
newspaper office on Friday night, when they 
decided to cause Spalding’s arrest. A com- 
plaint was drawn up. It was signed by 
Frank L. Davis, who also carried it to the 
home of Judge Tuley. His Honor was 
asked to issue a warrant on it, a fear‘being 
expressed that Spalding would leave the 
city. On account of the civil features of the 
bank troubles, which are in his court, Judge 
Tuley was not inclined to issue the war- 
rant. Yesterday morning Mr. Davis had to 
leave the city, and so another similar com- 
plaint was signed by George N. Morgan, 
who attended the university from Marion 
County, and is now a practicing lawyer in 
this city. 

Points in the Embesslement Charge. 

Attorneys J. F. Going and N. H. Camp, 
after consultation with John Farson and 
other alumni, accompanied Morgan to Judge 
Dunne’s court, where the bench warrant was 
issued om the complaint, which alleges that 
Spalding embezzled $100,000 he received from 
the trustees to be used in the construction 
of new buildings and for the current ex- 
penses of the university. The bill further 
recites: 

That on the 14th of April, A. D. 1897, in said 
county, sald Board of Trustees, by Elbridge G. 
Keith, their duly authorized agent in their be- 
half, demanded of said Charles W. Spalding said 
sum of money so held by him as Treasurer of 

d Board of Trustees, which demand said 

les W. Spalding then and there refused to 
comply with, and failed to pay over to said Board 
of Trustees said sum of money or any part thereof. 

Judge Dunne fixed the bail at $25,000, and 
the warrants were handed to Deputy Sher- 

They were umable to locate him at the 
Plaza or at any of the places down-town 
where he ia in the habit of going. Attorney 
Going gave it out about 2 p, m. that it was 
his belief Spalding had left the-city om Fri- 
day night and it was known where he had 
secured transportation. 

The report caused much excitement. John 
M. Oliver declared he was sure his client bad 
not taken flight and that he would be on 
hand to face his accusers. It was learned 
a little later that Spalding had taken dinner 
with a Mr. Re down-town, and the 
Deputy more vigor in their 
search for him. 

Spalding Finally Surrenders Himself. 

At 8:15 o’clock Spalding, accompanied by 
his lawyer, John M. Oliver, and Dr. Allicon 
W. Harlan, appeared in Judge Dunne's 
chambers and announced that he was pre- 
pared to give bond. Attorneys Going 
N. H. Camp were sent for and soon arrived, 
accompanied by George N. Morgan, Warren 
Roberts, President, and W. J. , a di- 
rector of the Chicago club of the University 
of Illinois. 


Dr. Hartan said he was ready to sign the 
bond, but that he had not had time to pre- 
pare a description of his property, but swore 
to the ownership of the following pieces:

Going Objects to the Bond. 

Mr. Going objected to the bond on the 
grounds that Harlan was not a sufficient 
surety. He said: 

„He is on Spalding’s bond as Treasurer, 
and I think he is disqualified by that fact. 
We want a better bond.” 

Judge Dunne said he would wait and give 
Spalding a chance-to get other bondsmen, as 
he understood the difficulties that come to 
men in such situation on a Saturday. 

Then Mr. Oliver said he would pledge his 
word that Spalding would appear to givea 
new bond on Tuesday. This satisfied Mr. 
Going and the case was set for hearing next 
Saturday morning. Spalding looked relieved 
and left with his attorney. 

The members of the alumni said they had 
not yet decided to take further action 
against Spalding, but they felt it was their 
duty to see that the man who despolled 
their alma mater should not go scot free 
because the trustees were not inclined to act. 
They regarded their own action as a direct 
slap at the trustees, One of the attorneys 
for the latter deprecated the action of the 
alumni and said Mie young men ought to 
know the trustees had reasons for not caus- 
ing Spalding’s arrest as long as they had 
any hope that he might aid them in recover- 
ing part of the funds. But they had gone 
ahead without consulting either the trustees 
or their lawyers. 

J. Irving Pearce said he was the first 
trustee to proposé the arrest of Spalding, but 
the board’s lawyer had advised@mgainst it 
at thie time. 

Going Sails Inte tlhe Trustees. 

“There can be no question,“ sald Attor- 
ney Going, “that the trustees’ delay in 
taking action against Mr. Spalding was for 
the purpose of squeezing a few more assets 
outofhim, They forget this is compounding 
a felony. ‘But worse by far than the loss 
of the money to the State is the spec- 
tacle presented to the youth of the 
State that it is possible for the 
Treasurer of a great institution to 
squander its funds with impunity. I have 
no desire to refiect upon the honor of the 
trustees. I think they are honorable, hon- 
est men. But the trouble ts they have for 
years been accustomed to doing business 
with people not arrived at years of maturity, 
and they have brought into the conduct of 
business affairs the same principles they 
use with the youth with whom they come 
in contact. The alumni, wearied of waiting 
for these people to do what was clearly in

bank, that on Monday they would make a 
formal demand and file a petition to recov- 
er from the receiver's hands all the as- 
sets assigned to the trustees by Spalding. 
The latter, too, is anxious to get some of 
the papers now in the possession of the re- 
ceiver, particularly those that were sealed 
by his private secretary, Skinner, when the 
receiver raided the vaults. 

In response to this petition Mr. Leman 
ald Lawyer Magee will make a hard fight 
to keep everything of which they are now in 
possession, and that comprises nearly every- 
thing assigned to the trustees, including 
the Pocatello bonds. They will even claim 
the university endowment bonds, of which 
they have possession, and make a desperate 
fight to retain them for the benefit of de- 
positors. In the trials which will come to 
prove the actual ownership of the assets 
the receivers’ attorneys will not take Spald- 
ing’s word or his affidavit for anything. 
They believe they will be able to impeach 
him by officials of the bank, by university 


1 trustees, and the 8,119 depositors of the bank. 


Trustees for a Hot Battle. 

The trustees will put up just as vigorous 
a battle to secure possession of the assets 
held by the receiver, and also to get a sure 
hold om the last transfer of those 207 lots by 
which Spalding made over his interest in 
them to the trustees. 

It will be a legal battle royal. It will be the 
representatives of worthy, thrifty, and 
despoiled thousands of the common people 
against the trustees of a great institution, 
who,, according to all signs, have not been 
completely careful, to say the least, of their 
trust. 

The depositors’ association may take more 
steps against Spalding. Mr. Stone says in a. 
communication that he is not responsible 
for Lawyer Dahm’s offer to collect deposits 
for 2 per cent; that he did not give Dahm a 
list of depositors, but that Dahm got it from 
the depositors. 

Attorney-General Akin Expectant. 

Attorney-General Akin, when seen at 
Joliet yésterday, said he had had no official 
notice of a bank failure in Chicago and of 
Spalding’s connection with it. Unless there 
was such a notice he would be unable to say 
what he would do, and he certainly would 
take no action until it came to him officially. 

Many think it the duty of the Attorney- 
General to see that the dissipation. of a great 
public trust should be properly punished. 


OPPOSE GRAIN WAREHOUSING BILLS. 


Receivers’ and Shippers’ Association 
Protests Against Provision for 
More Inspectors and Fees. 


The Receivers’ and Shippers’ Association 
yesterday authorized a committee to make 
a protest against the passage of bills pending 
in the General Assembly relative to the 
warehousing of grain. 

The objectionable measures are House 
bill No. 583 and Senate bill No. 318. These 
bills are identical. The House bill is on the 
calendar for second reading, and the Sen- 
ate bill is in committee. 

One of the objectionable clauses in the 
bills provides for additional inspectors in 
public warehouses of Class A, where the pro- 
prietors, lessees, or managers mix their 
grain with that of others. The object 
claimed is to prevent any undue advantages 
over depositors other than those in control 
of the warehouse. 

Special objection is made to this provision, 
it being claimed that ft will simply mean 
an increase in inspection fees to the detri- 
ment of local grain business.

Larissa, a town of Thessaly, directly north 
of the passes of Thermopylz. It will be 
almost impossible for the Greeks to prevent 
the capture of Larissa. 

On the other hand the Greeks have a much 
more powerful fleet than Turkey. The 
Esara and the Hydra, two modern cruisers, 
could sail through the whole Ottoman fleet. 
The Greeks will make a naval demonstration 
against the Islands of Chios and Samos. The 
people of these island have been very care- 
fully inoculated with the idea that Greece 
was preparing for their liberation. The 
Greeks far outnumber the Turks and are 
ready for rebellion, With the assistance 
of a portion of the fleet the islands would be 
Greek territory im a week, They lie im- 
mediately off the mouth of the Dardanelles 
and are of great strategical value. 

In the meantime 4 fleet would be dis- 
patch for Lalouika. This town is the imme- 
diate base of war supplies for the Turks. 
It lies on a series of terraces, perfectly open 
to a naval attack, and possibly might be 
compelled to surrender. This would serious- 
ly cripple the Turkish movement south. 


Probably Now on the Way. 

Such would be the movements that neces- 
sarily would mark the beginning of hostil- 
ities. It is said here tonight that the Turks 
must now be on their march for Larissa. One 
diplomatist said it would be safe to an- 
nounce it as a fact. 

The danger to the Greeks will be from a 
land attack. The Turks now have about 
150,000 men under arms near the frontier. 
The Greeks have between 40,000 and 60,000. 
They are massed almost entirely south of 
Arta, which indicates that the Greeks in- 
tend to advance into Macedonia from the 
Western side. There will be little opposi- 
tion to this attack and the Greeks will have 
the further advantage of the assistance of 
the Montenegrins and Bulgarians, who will 
be immediately in the rear of the Turks. 
Besides this the native inhabitants of Mace- 
donia are Greeks. : 

The Turks after taking Larissa, to make 
their victory valuable, must push on and 
seize the passes of Thermopyle. The 
Greeks have left a sufficient guard at this 
famous stronghold of Grecian liberty with 
instructions to imitate their ancestors. 


Will Advanée Into Macedonia.

Greeks on Their Way Home.

This afternoon was 
the time set for their departure from 
America. They sail on a French liner and 
go in company with a large body of Greeks 
from different cities in the East.

Henrotin Assists Turkish Reserves. 


Charles Henrotin, the Turkish Consul in 
Chicago, said last night when told of the 
declaration of war that many Turks who had 
been living in Chicago and who were mem- 
bers of the Turkish reserve corps already 
had gone back and others would follow. 

IJ received instructions from the Turkish 
Government two weeks ago,“ said Mr. Hen- 
rotin, which I have carefully carried out, 
to order back all the reserves, and furnish 
tickets and pay traveling expenses to Con- 
stantinople to all able-bodied Turks who 
wished to return home. More than that, and 
the most significant fact of all, is that only 
yesterday I received instructions to. notify 
all Armenians that all political disabilities 
against them were removed and they were 
free to return to Turkey. Besides this, all 
disability, either political or because of the 
commission of some crime or misdemeanor, 
had been removed and they could return to 
Turkey in safety. This general amnesty, it 
was announced, would prevail for two 
months. Several Armenians are making 
ready to leave next week to fight under the 
banner of the star and crescent.” 

In answer to a question Mr. Henrotin said: 
J do not see how there can be any doubt 
as to the outcome of this war. Turkey has 
weited until she is fully prepared. The 
army is in splendid condition. There is a 
fully equipped navy. And behind the army 
and the navy stand the six powers.”’

The Selimeh and Hundavendikiar, now 
building, are of 4,050 tons, and are destined 
to carry 2 8.2-inch Krupp guns, besides 5 and 
9 inch guns and 6 machine guns. There are 
6 iron cruising ships and coast defenders, 
13 wooden cruising ships, 1 of steel and 
wood, and one with a composite hull, rang- 
ing from 600 to 1,900 tons. 

Some of the fron armored ships are now 
being converted. There are also in the navy 
of the Sultan 5 gunboats of 200 tons displace- 
ment and 60 horse-powerand about 10 knots’ 
speed, while 6 gunboats 120 feet in length, 
of 200 tons displacement, and carrying four 
guns, are now building. There are also 27 
dispatch vessels and yachts of 194 tons to 
1,512 tons displacement and 50 to 800 horse- 
power. About one-half of these vessels are 


bullt of wood. 


In its.torpedo flotilla Turkey is far ahead 
of Greece. It has the destroyers Berk-Ef- 
shan and Taffar, with a speed of 25 knots; 
the submarine boats Abdul Hamid and 
Abdul Medjid, and 34 other boats, well sup- 
plied with equipment and varying in speed 
from 19 to 23 knots. 


Armament of the Greeks. 


Greece has five armored ships, including 
the Hydra, Psara, and Spetsai, built in 
France since 1889. They are each of 4,885 
tons, 334.6 feet in length, 51.10 feet beam, 
with twin propellers, 7,000 indicated horse- 
power, and a capacity of 17 knots an hour. 
The belt armor ot each of them is 11% inches; 
battery, 13% inches; and deck plating, 2% 
inches, The three ships have similar arma- 
ment, consisting of three 10.6-inch Canet 
guns, five 5.0-inch Canet guns, four 4.1 
quick-firing guns, two 2-inch guns and ma- 
chine guns. Each has three torpedo tubes, a 
normal coal capacity of 600 tons, and a com- 
plement of 400 men and officers. 

The Basileos Georgios is an iron coast- 
defense ship of 1,774 tons, with twin pro- 
pellers and 2,100 indicated horse-power. It 
is 200.2 feet in length, with 36 feet of beam, 
and has 7 inches*of belt-armor, 6 inches of 
battery armor, and 9 inches of deck plating. 
It has a speed of 12 knots and carries 120 
men. The Georgios carries two 5&.2-inch 
Krupp guns. The Basilissa Olga, named {ior 
the Queen, is a wooden broadside ship of 
2,030 tons displacement, 230 feet in length 
and 59 feet of beam, with one propeller and 
an indicated hor of 1,950. It has 
6 inches of belt armor and 4% inches of bat- 
tery armor. It carries four 6.6-inch 5%-ton 


Krupp guns, two 6.6-inch 3%-ton guns, four 


machine guns, and four light guns. 

The Olga is reported to be receiving new 
masts and guns. The Hydra, Psara, and 
Spetsai were booked last year to receive one 
8.9-inch 2 F and eight 2.5-inch 2 F guns 
(Canet) in addition to the present armament. 


Steel Cruisers of the Hellenes. 

The Greeks have the following steel cruis- 
ing ships: Achellos, Alphios, Eurota, Pin- 
ios, and Sfartirea, all of 420 tons and carry- 
ing two 3.7 Krupp guns and three machine 
guns, and of an average speed of ten knots, 
except the Sfartirea, which is of 1,000 tons 
with speed of 14.5 knots. In iron vessels 
there are the Aphresa, Parolas, Plixaura, 
Salaminia, and Syros, of 380 tons, armed 
with Krupp guns. The training ship Hellas 
is built of wood and is of 1,654 tons displace- 
ment, and carries six 5.9-inch Krupp guns 
and two machine guns.

Spanish Admiral Sends for Reinforce- 
ments, Which Are Hurried For- 
ward from Havana. 


(SPECIAL CABLE BY GBORGE E. BRYSON.1 
Havana, Apr 16., via Key West, April 
17.—(Copyright, 1897.)}—The Cuban army 
still holds Banes, seized by Gen. Roloff, the 
Minister of War, more than a fortnight ago, 
although the place is now being bombarded 
by a Spanish fleet. . 

An armed government launch in the coast 
guard service is said to have been blown 
up and the Mttle guftboat Alcedo disabled 
while making unsuccessful efforts to force 
an entrance to the harbor over the torpedos 
which Roloff had placed at the bar. 

Acting Vice-Admiral Marenco, hurriedly 
dispatched from Havana aboard the Rina 
Mercedes with two smaller warships, was 
compelled to ask reinforcements. Admiral 
Navarro started to his assistance on Thurs- 
day night on the flagship Legazpi convey- 
ing a transport with two battalions of ma- 
rines and infantry prepared for landing. 
Since this all news direct from theyblockad- 
ed ports has been suppressed. 

It is understood that Weyler has also sent 
troops overland from Gibara to attack Ro- 
loff.; The Cubans report that Calixto Garcia 
is marching to reinforce Banes with 2,500. 
men from the Bayamo and Manzanillo dis- 
tricts. The general impression here is the in- 
surgents will make desperate efforts to hold 
this port in the hope that they will thus 
obtain recognition of their belligerency.

Indorsement of Republicans Desired 
Before It Is Shown to Democratic 
Members of Finance Committee. 


Washington, D. C., April 17.—It is proba- 
ble that the tariff bill will be considered by 
the Republican caucus before it is sub- 
mitted to the Democratic members of the 
Finance committee. This course was not 
pursued when the McKinley bill was con- 
sidered, but the Democrats adopted this 
plan when the Wilson bill was in the Com- 
mittee on Finance. The necessity for cau- 
cus action on the Dingley bill is because of 
the narrow margin of votes which the Re- 
publicans have to pass the bill, with perhaps 
no actual certainty now that the bill can 
pass the Senate. 

The demands made by individual and 
groups of Senators for certain rates have 
made the Republican members of the com- 
mittee feel that the only way united action 
by Republicans is to be obtained is through 
caucus indorsement of the bill as the Re- 
publican members present it. 

These demands, it is understood, do not 
come from any one section but from all 
sections, and Senators have intimated to the 
committee that unless changes are made 
as they suggest they cannot see their way 
clear to support the bill. The committee, 
under such circumstances, can see no other 
way than to have the bill considered in 
caucus, so that all Republican Senators 
may be informed of the difficulties under 
which they labor. 

Another proposition has been suggested 
and might be adopted. It is to grant the 
several demands and let the bill go to con- 
ference. This plan would mean that many 
of the schedules would be made in confer- 
ence, and the question of agreeing to the 
conference report on the bill as a whole 
would put the Republicans to the straight.

The traffic agreement of March 15, 1589, 
it is cited, has been ended, and this fact was 
noticed by the court in its opinion. If the 
injunction is to go against this traffic agree- 
ment, the contention is made that it will be 
a useless formality. If, however, under the 
supposed sanction of the cpinion of the Su- 
preme Court, the Circuit Court should un- 
dertake to issue a general injunction to the 
eighteen defendant companies againet the 
violation of the statute, then such a general 
injunction, the petitioners say, should not be 
granted, for it would be contrary not only 
to the well settled principles of equity, but 
to the express provisions of the anti-trust 
act and of the Constitution of the United 
States, 

The petitioners set forth that if the antt- 
trust act shall be construed as authorizing 
the issue of a general injunction, then it is 
contrary to Art. 3 of the Constitution. Fur- 
thermore, if the atatute be construed as giv- 
ing authority to the, gourts to issue general 
injunctiona, it is vold as contrary to the 
fifth amendment to the Constitution in 
that it undertakes to deprive the defendants 
of their liberty or property without due 
process of law. 

Continuing, the petition says that inas- 
much as the acts forbidden by the anti-trust 
law are declared to be a misdemeanor, pun- 
ishable by fine or imprisonment or by both, 
they constitute a crime within the meaning 
of the Third Article of the Federal Consti- 
tution, which requires that the trial of all 
crimes, except in cases of impeachment, 
shall be by jury, A court of equity pitting 
without a jury has under the Constitution 
no jurisdiction to try crime. They say that 
the aim and end of the so-called proceeding 
in equity under the fourth section of the 
anti-trust act is solely punishment for the 
commission of the offense, which character- 
izes it beyond question as a purely criminal 
proceeding. ä 

If the anti-trust act can properly be held 
to apply to transportation by railroads and 
other common carriers, its terms and pro- 
visions, it is contended, must be construed 
according to the common law and given 
their common law meaning. 

In conclusion the petitioners ask that a re- 
hearing of the joint traffic case, or at least 
hearing of the joint traffic case ,or at least 
that the quéstion of granting it should not 
be decided adversely until after that case 
is heard, To do otherwise, they contend, 
might work hardship and injustice to the 
defendants, the Transmissouri Freight As- 
sociation, et al.

FIRST RACE AT MEMPHIS. — 


Last Year's 2Year-Old Champion 
Comes Out and Breaks Track Rec- 
ords Right and Left in His Firat 
Effort as a 3-Year-Old—His Per- 
formance the Sensation of the 
Meeting at the Tennessee Track—

Memphis, Tenn., April 17.—[Special.}—Or- 
nament made his debut as a 3-year-old in a 
condition race at a mile and an eighth at 
Montgomery Park today, and realized the 
glowing reports of his development since 
the close of his 2-year-old season. His per- 
formance today was truly sensational. 
There was nothing in against him that was 
calculated to make him extend himself, pro- 
vided he was ready. The race was consid- 
ered merely a compliment ta him, and no 
one was foolish enough to entertain the no- 
tion that he would be beaten, but it was 
not expected that he would go out and 
smash all the track records, excepting the 
five-cighths, from a half to a mile and an 
eighth. Buckvidere, a much improved colt 
since his last time out, pushed him along 
in his record breaking trip, but Ornament 
made all his own running. Buckvidere ap- 
peared to have him straight at the head of 
the stretch, but Garner brought the whip 
down twice on the chestnut flanks, and he 
responded like a shot. Buckvidere was 
hopelessly beaten at the eighth pole, and 
Ornament came on and won, swinging, by 
three lengths. : 

He had covered the first quarter in :24%, 
the half in :48%, a quarter of a second bet- 
ter than the track record, which had stood 
for ten years; the three-quarters in 1:15%, 
a quarter of a second faster than Sister 
Mary’s mark over this track; the mile from 
flag to flag in 1:42; and the mile and an 
eighth in 1:54%. The previous record for 
the distance was 1:55%, made by Queen Bess, 
with 76 pounds up, in 1888, and equaled by 
Buck Massie in 1806. The best part of Or- 
nament's performance, however, was the 
mile from wire to wire in 1:41. He was not 
tiring at the head of the stretch when Gar- 
ner cut him with the whip, but merely try- 
ing to loaf. 

With his grand development Ornament 
has not brokers off the habit of acting badly 
at the post, which was one of his character- 
istics m a 2-year-old, His performance to- 
day stamps him as a faster, if not a better, 
colt all around than Algol and Typhoon II:, 
the trio being regarded now as the best 
3-year-olds in the country.

Reminiscences of the Past.

Sir Alfred Milner, the newly appointed 
High Commissioner for South Africa, start- 
ed for his post today, hastening his depart- 
ure by a fortnight, owing to the gravity of 
the situation. . 

The debate in the Cape Town House of 
Assembly on the resolution urging the adop- 
tion of a policy of moderation and concilia- 
tion in the settlement of differences in the 
interpretation of treaties and conventions, 
which was introduced yesterday, has been 
adjourned until Wednesday next and is 
awaited with great anxiety.

GERMAN CRISIS IS NEAR. 


CHANCELLOR, VON HOHENLOHP IN- 
SISTS ON HIS RESIGNATION. 


Declares His Inability te Get Certain 
Measures Through and His III 
Health Are the Cause — Emperor 
Begs Him to Withhold It on Ac- 
count of the Present Serious State 
of Affairs—Hostile Tarif Talk sub- 
sides. 


Berlin, April 17.—[Copyright, 1807, by the 
Associated Press. Prince Hohenlohe, the 
Imperial Chancellor, the correspondent of 
the Associated Press understands, in a letier 
dated from Baden Baden, April 13, forwarded 
his resignation to Emperor William. A 
brisk exchange of telegraphic messages fol- 
lowed. His Majesty insisted upon the Chan- 
cellor retaining office for the present, in spite 
of the cogent reasons cited in Prince Hohen- 
lohe’s letter, urging that his resignation at 
this juncture would most seriously embar- 
rass the Emperor. : 

Prince Hohenlohe again and again insisted 
that, apart from other serious reasons, his 
health just now is of the worst.. Then, the 
Prince suddenly went to Paris, where his 
wife had preceded him. 

As reasons animating him to resign, Prince 
Hohenlohe urges his inability to carry out 
his solemn promise to submit to the Reich- 
stag and to the Het two Dills, one placing 
the Prussian law regulating political meet- 
ings upon a more liberal and modern basis, 
and the other reforming the procedure of 
military trials. The Prince’s inability to 
carry out his promise is said to be due to the 
extreme reactionary attitude of Baron von

‘At this moment it is impossible to say how 
the crisis will end; but, in view of the critical 
situation of Europe, a change of Chancellors 
would now be most unfortunate.

Tariff Talk Is Cooling. 

The United States tariff bill is just now 
the favorite theme of the German press. with 
the exception of the agrarian press, and es- 
pecially the Kreus Zeitung and Deutsche 
Tagish-Zeitung. The temper of these arti- 
cles, however, has cooled, and a tariff war 
is being strongly discouraged by the entire 
Liberal and commercial press. 

The Kleins Journal and the Tageblatt say 
the German industries would suffer more 
through a tariff war than they have al- 
ready done. The Boersen Courier contends 
the United States is perfectly right to fix a 
tariff as it pleases, adding that the agrarians 
cannot deny this. 

The National Zeitung thinks Germany is 
not wise to select German sugar interests 
as a handle to exert pressure on America, 
as sugar is only a twentieth part ot German 
exports to the United States. The National 
Zeitung also strongly deprecates a tariff 
war. 

The Socialist Vorwaerts calls attention to 
Germany's bad faith in the last tariff deal- 
ings with America, and says: 

“We pretended American products were 
frauds, denounced American pork and oxen 
as diseased, and chased American insurance 
companies out of the country. Since 1890, 
while reducing our tariff, we have increased 
the duties on American products, such as 
cottonseed oil and fats. German workmen 
do not want a tariff war with America.“ 

The United States Embassy, contrary to 
published statements, has reoéived no in- 
structions from Washington relating to 
German and American tariff interests. 

German-Americans Restricted. 

The Prussian Minister of the Interior has 
issued a new decree permitting only a brief 
stay here of any Germans fiaturalized in 
America who return to this country. They 
were formerly allowed to remain here per- 
manently, provided no questions of military 
dereliction upon their part were involved. 
The Liberal press points out that this de- 
cree amounts to a nullification of the treaty 
stipulations of 1868, whereby the perma- 
nent return of naturalized German-Ameri- 
cans was specially guaranteed.

Russia as he found it was a joyful country. 

“It was cold, it waedark, it was dank, it 
was shbivery, but for al) that every one 
seemed saturated with good humor; and this 
was what I saw and felt through each hour 
of every day of the months we sp nt in Rus- 
sia. I do not pretend to gay that Siberia has 
no existence save in the imagination of the 
lexicographers. I do not deny that there 
are knouts in Russia, and that they are 
sometimes used. But I never saw one, never 
heard one whizzing the wintry air. 
The Russia I saw was a rejoicing and pros- 
perous Russ. The icicles were wreathed 
with rosea, the air was fragrant with loyalty, 
and softly musical with blessings. I must 
write of Russia as I saw it; and asl saw it 
it was mostly admirable. I contradict no one 
whose pen has preceded mine, but I can but 
feel that many of those pens have exag- 
gerated, end that some of them have set 
forth much in malice. The people that I 
saw were contented and brimful of rejoicing 
at the sacred coronation of their well-loved 
Tsar. There is doubtless much to regret 
and to mourn over in Russia, as there is and 
will be everywhere else until the millennium 
comes; but the Russia chat I saw was a 
joyful Russia.” 

The gon of a soldier and something of a 
soldier himself Mr. Logan could not but be 
interested in all things that pertain to 
soldiers. Dven that branch of the Russian 
army detailed for railway station service 
he describes as being made up of “ a aplendid 
looking lot of men,” averaging well over six 
feet. He noticed that although they wore 
coarse, thick, heavy, blanket-like overcoats, 
they were well cut and well put on. They 
all wear the regulation saber, from the 
private soldier to the Grand Duke, and they 
wear it with the edge up.“ 

Favored by Good Lack. 

Mr. Logan went to Russia to enjoy himself 
and he succeeded He was there for the 
coronation and he enjoyed every advantage 
either by design or by chance. He traveied 
as the guest of the Tsar, notwithstanding 
his protests thet the honor was not intended 
for bim and he was let into the throne room 
just before the coronation by the merest ac- 
cident. 


“In this room,“ he writes, I had an ex- 
cellent chance to observe them, were the 
crown jewels of Russia. They were exhib- 
Ned on a long table covered with cloth of 
gold and surrounded by a silver chain which 
was suspended from the beake of silver 
eagles sur mounting silver posts. The jewels 
were there awaiting the supreme moment 
when they should be taken away to be used 
in the eacred ceremony in the Cathedral. 

them were the Imperial Scepter, 
the globe of gold with its sparkling orna- 
mentation, the sacred crown with which 
Nicholas II. later crowned himself the 
supreme monarch of the Russian em- 
pire, the two crowns of the Em- 
presses (béth masses of diamonds), the 
two jeweled collars of the Order of St. An- 
Grew, the two royal robes, the great sword 
of State, and the imperial seal. I could have 
stretched forth my hand and touched these 
precious gems. If crowns are going to be 
worn at all I should say that the imperial 
crown of Rusela is a very good kind of a 
crown to wear; though when an hour or two 
later I saw it upon the brow of the Tsar I was 
forcibly reminded of the Mne: ‘“‘ Uneasy lies 
the head that wears a crown,” for it was 
tilted slightly and appeared to be a bit too 
large for his Majesty’s head. However, real 
monarchs—urlike the kings and queens of 
stage life—to not spend their entire lives 
carrying about their crowns. I should pity 
them if they did. 

This view of the throne-room and crown 
jewels, as also of the baby Grand Duchess, 
the reader will understand was entirely acci- 
dental and altogether owing to the crass 
impertinence of our courier, who had driven 
us up to the wrong entrance and then, by the 
exercise of a degree of assurance which 
would have made him an eminent competitor 
of the lamented Barnum, had forced our 
way into an imperial zone, where, to eay the 
least, we were not expected. This was one 
of the occasions when his assurance yielded 
a rich return.“ 


There is nothing that Mr. Logem did not 


see, nothing that he did not try. He pro- 
nounces emphatically against vodka and 
enthusiastically for the Russian bath, which 
latter he describes as the height of luxury. 
As might be expected, Mr. Logan has much 
to say of Russian horses. He is an accom- 
plished horseman himself, and knows where- 
of he speaks. , 

“The Orloff trotter,” he writes, “is one 
of the purest gaited animals in existence. 
Dven in races you see none of the boots and 
rigging so commonly used upon our own 
trotters. They travel with their legs well 
under them, never sprawling behind, and 
with more action than we are accustomed 
to see upon our tracks. That the Russians 
have succeeded in developing extreme speed 
while retaining form and size in their ani- 
mals is evidenced by the records they make, 
which equal, or nearly so, those of American 
trotters.“ 

Mr. Logam had the good fortune to attend 
some important races while he was in Rus- 
sia. There “ the horses do not start abreast, 
but at different points behind the post; nor 
is a flying start made, but the animals are 
stationed at their designated places, and at 
a given signal upon the electric gong all

Evolution, about which there is 
apt to gather more or less of credulity and 
cant of its own kind, confesses its limita- 
tions. The scientific passion for facts is 
reasonable and good; so is the quick recog- 
nition of tle facts that belong to the spirit- 
ual nature of man and to human history. 

Easter is nét a mere religious event: it is a 
broadly human fact, and one which instinc- 
tively appeals to the deeper thought and sen- 
timente of all mem. Very few men are 
really satisfied with any outlook upon life 
which has nothing to show beyond this 
present term ol life. No person, who knows 
the sacredness of love in any of the higher 
formes of friendship, is satisfied with the 
supposition that death ends it all. And this 
is a truth which the maniiest hearts appreci- 
ate most. 7 

What the first Easter did was to give 
mankind a new hope. It was a fact in his- 
tory which did it. It was a fact which 
broke the narrowness of men's thought, 
which made a rift in the cloud, and revealed 
a continuing life beyond this life. 

The meaning of Easter, if it means any- 
thing, is infinitely more than a memory. It 
points forward not less than backward, and 
is as much a truth for present needs as for 
future hopes. If the Christ is risen helives 
as really for the world now as then. 

The present is said to be an era of great 
philanthropy, but, if so, it is because of the 
growing assurance that it is not a hopeless 
thing to try to humanize the industries, to 
moralize the economics, and to fill with un- 
Selfish kindness all the social relations. It 
is the predominating element of the higher 
cheer and hope, such as the Easter memorial 

alizes, Which makes the new “ passion 
or philanthropy seem worth while. Pes- 
simism does nothing to make the world bet- 
ter. Why Should it? It bas no heart to 
try. It is hope that gives heart to effort, 
and it is Fourage that wins the victory. 
Whatever pe naturalistic evolution can do 
for the 
will always be counted upon. And there 
will still 
instinctive human outery, for that kind of 
immediate divine helping which has the 
resurrection power behind it. 

After all the abatements that may have te 
be made for the abuses which still cling 
to it—the fortnalism, the ‘superstitious ac- 
cessories, the-frivolous incidents—the usage 
itself of the world-wide Easter festival so 
manifestly appeals to what is finest and 
most sacred in human sentiment, to what 
is best in th hopes of men, that interest in 
it is far ré likely to increase than to 
diminish as the better years come on. 


JAMMED THROUGH IN SILENCE. 
One notable feature connected with the 
passage of the Humphrey bills is that those 
“who were opposed to them were not allowed 
to speak, and those who voted for them did 
not, with one exception, dare to do so. Many 
‘vicious measures have been put through the 
Illinois Legislature, but none ever was dis- 
-cussed as briefly and inadequately as the 
Humphrey twins. 

The previous question was applied as 
quickly as possible so that the men who were 
prepared to. express themselves concerning 
the rottenness of this Yerkes legislation had 
no opportunity to do so. Then the Lieuten- 
ant-Governor announced his intention to 
enforce the rule forbidding explanations of 
votes, Which has not been enforced this ses- 
sion. Why was it enforced Friday? So that 
the feelings of those who proposed to vote 
for these bills might not be wounded by the 
. remarks of colleagues who were for 
Rien go and not for Yerkes. 

A Chicago Senator moved the previous 
question. That was all that any Chicago 
Senator had to say on a subject of such 
vital interest to his constituents. Hum- 
phrey, who calls himself a farmer and is a 
pettifogger in petty Chicago courts, gave 
the bills their name but did not venture to 
defend them on the floor. 

Crawford and Dwyer, usually talkative, 
voted for these bills but were silent. An- 
thony, from whom better things were ex- 
pected, voted for them, but he did not dare 
to say why he did so. Eleven men living 
in Chicago voted for the Humphrey abom- 
inations, and yet not one explained why he 
voted for them. Why this unsnimity of 
silence? Why was the unabashed Littler 
the only man out of the whole twenty-nine 
who attempted to give a reason for his vote? 

There is much food for thought in the 
sullen, stolid, speechless way in which these 
bills were jammed through. The explana- 
tion which most people will make is that, 
while a few of the twenty-nine voted as they 
di

rwiee ve been “held up,“ the re-

concerning the infamous Humphrey , bills 
and the action of the Senate’ in passing 
them. Of these 175 editors six favored the 
bills, three had not interest or public spirit 
enough to read them or know their purport, 
while 166 spoke out in terms of uncompro- 
mising condemnation against the bills them- 
selves and against every Senator who voted 
for them. These newspapers represent all 
political parties, They are printed in vil- 
lages, towns, and cities. They speak for 
agricultural, commercial, and manufactur- 
ing localities. They represent the senti- 
ment of the people of Illinois, and that sen- 
timent is shown to be opposed overwhelm- 
ingly to the Humphrey bills and Yerkes’ at- 
tempt to steal the property rights of the 
people of Chicago and deprive it of any 
voice in the management of its affairs so far 
as they pertain to these franchises. 

A glance at the opinions of some of the 
older and best known papers in the State 
will be of interest in this connection. The 
Alton Telegraph believes the bills thor- 
oughly bad and the fruit of boodle legisla- 
tion, and if they become laws “ they Will bea 
greater burden than the Republican party 


can carry, and will disastrously wreck it at 


the next election.” The Galesburg Repub- 
lican-Register says: “It is a usurpation 
of the rights of cities and a surrender of 
the principle of self-government. The peo- 
ple will resent it at the polls.“ The Jack- 
sonville Courier says: The enactment of 
these bills into laws would be the triumph 


of corporate greed over the people to such 


an extent as should justly alarm them for 
the future.’ The Ottawa Free Trader 
says: “THe Hlinois Legislature has perpe- 
trated upon the people of the State a most 

eustrous outrage“ The Pontiac Sentinel 
pronounces the bills the most dangerous 
pieces of legislation, ever proposed to an 
intelligent Legislature.” * The Quincy Her- 
ald does not believe in Senatorial honesty.

ANTI-HUMPHREY BILLS MASS-MEETING. 

The ‘infamous Humphrey bills have 
passed the Senate and have now gone tothe 
House, The people of Chicago have been 
beaten back to their second line of defense, 
and there they must make their stund 
against Yerkes and his monopoly. ‘The 
üght must come today. It is the last chance 
of the people to make their sentiments 
known. A mass-meeting has been called 
to assemble at Central Music Hall this 
afternoon at 2:30. Itis Easter Sunday, but 
the better the day the better the deed. Let 
it be such an assemblage and let its protest 
be uttered in such an authoritative way 
that it will ever after be remembered as the 
Easter Sunday upon which the people of 
Chicago rose in defense, of their rights 
against a powerful corporation seeking to 
bind them hand and foot for fifty years to 
come, 

It will not be enough that Central Musie 
Hall @ball be filled. Let there be such a 
turn-out that, the overflow meeting wil! be 
bigger than the meeting within doors. Let 
Republicans, Democrats, Prohibitionists, 
and Populists, let rich men and poor men, 
let merchants and storekeepers, let artisans 
and laborers, let professional men and the 
members of labor unions all turn out end 
participate in this great Easter service for 
popular liberty. Let preachers and their 
flocks also join in the service. 

There will be no Jong speeches at this 
meeting. Its action will be short, sharp, in- 
cisive, straight to the point. A score of 
prominent citizens of all parties, profes- 
sions, and religious sect’ have agreed to 
voice their protests in this service. The res- 
olutlons should also be brief and to the point, 
condemning those Senators who have been 
faithless to the people of Chicago and hold- 
ing out a stern warning to the members of 
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famous preéminence to the fact that among 
his colleagues there was not one who had 
the. impudence to do the nasty work; not 
one who possessed the brazen front, strong 
lungs, and Harveyized-steel conscience of 
Dave Littler, So he was put forward as 
the champion of the monstrous measures. 
The assertions which he made constituted 
not so much a defense of the bills as a series 
of bold misrepresentations such as only 
could. emanate from a man who for years 
has been. lost. to all considerations of truth. 

Mr. Littler said the passage of the hill 


Tt would voufer valuable benefits on the City 


of Chicago. What are the “ valuable ben- 


miserable pittance of 3 per cent of the gros 
street railway earnings for the first long 
period of fifteen years, and a proportion- 
» ately insignificant sum for the remainder of 
the fifty years, the amount being only one- 
thirty-third of.a fair compensation. So the 
“ valuable benefits which Mr. Littler con- 
celles Chicago are to comprise only one- 
thirty-third, while the other thirty-two 
thirty-thirds are to go to the street railway. 

Instead of conferring any benefits on the 
city these bills propose to take away from 
the city whatever advantages it now pos 
sesses. For were it not for these meas- 
ures, should they become laws, the city 
would be able to demand for its just share 
of the earnings of the railroads not one- 
thirty-third but one-fifth, and could make 
these demands as fast as the various li- 
censes expire during the next twenty years. 

Littler stated further that “there is 
nothing. in this bill to prevent the Oity of 
Ohicago tomorrow from granting charters 
to parallel every foot of road that now ex- 
ists there.” If this means anything it 
means there would be a double set of tracks 
in every available street, if the city were to 
attempt any competition, for few streets of 
importance are left which are not occupied 
now by a railway company. Are the teams 
to be driven off the streets altogether? Are 
the people to be relegated to the sidewalks 
and the alleys when they wish to move 
about, and are the streets to be simply a 
moving mass of cars? Mr. Littler seems to 
see some such prospect as this, and he goes 
on to talk of the West Shore and Nickel- 
Plate railroads “ paralleling the New York 
Central” as an evidence that the same 
thing would be feasible m a city like Chi- 
cago. This is an absurd comparison. The 
West Shore railroad does not parallel the 
Hudson River division of the New York 
Central in the sense that one street railway 
would parallel another. The West Shore 
does not run into either terminus of the 
Hudsen River road, New York or Albany, 
and parallels it only in that it runs in the 
same direction, It is, besides, a simple 
matter to put up a steam railroad between 
two points which shall be a rival to some 
other existing road, when compared with 
the proposition to build two railways on the 
same etreet of a city. 

Littler says that 

This is the first bill which ever came to this 
Legisiature affecting the interests of Chicago 
where that great city receliyed any substantial 
benefits for the granting of franchises. 

Here Littler shows his philanthropic in- 
stincts. He seems to want it understood 
that he is animated by a desire to benefit 
Chicago. It will be somewhat of a shock 
to most people, for it is the first time Littler 


wards philanthropy in any guise, and it is 
possible some will look with distrust on this 
unasked-for gift. For there does not ap- 
pear in Littler’s attitude on these Hum- 
phrey bills nor in his attitude on any other 
measure affecting the public interests any 
sign of a sincere purpose to aid the people 
in any way and he can hardly expect to have 
a tall monument erected in his honor in any 
of the city parks and his figure in bronze sur- 
mounting it even if his index finger is made 
to point in the direction of the North Side 
street railway company’s offices. Littler 


then went on to say: 
Whenever the earnings of this road become ex- 


orbitant, etc. 

But they are exorbitant now. Does Lit- 
tler forget the report made last January by 
Yerkes’ to his directors? Yerkes said the 
North Side road’s net earnings last year 
amounted to 15.07 per cent on $6,600,000 of 
stock, much of it watered.” Yerkes evi- 
dently thought that exorbitant, for when 
he made the report he suggested that the 
capital stock be doubled in order to deceive 
the public as to the amount of these earn- 
ings. It is because the present earnings are 
exorbitant that these bills are being pushed 
in order to biock any attempts to get a proper 
share of the earnings for the people. 

Littler then had the assurance to ask 
whether the city is not receiving full eon- 
sideration for the extension of these char- 
ters.“ Of course not, for the reasons pre- 
viously stated. Consideration” for the 
city would not begin to be ample until it 
had been made five or six times as great as 
that proposed, There ip ub suggestion of 
full consideration“ in the paltry one-thir- 
ty-third which is all the city is to get: 

Littler added that “ if the city continues to 
develop as it has the last twenty-five years 
there will be paid into the City Treasury 
more than 860,000,000." Littler knows, of 
course, that. cities do not keep up a steady 
rate of development. They inevitabiy 
slacken the pace after certain limits have 
been “reached. It is inconceivable almost 
that Chicago should develop during the next 
twenty-five years as much as it has in the 
last twenty-five, and Chicago, therefore, 
would not get the $60,000,000 he talks of. 
But it is certain that on the basis of the 
present condition of things and granting 
that the- future growth of the eity will be 
slow, it would be defrauded out of much 
tore than $60,000,000, if that should be all 
it should get in the fifty years, 1 

Littler then said that the sole benefits 
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has ever been suspected of any leaning to- 


such street railroad 


This is a fact which Tu TAU has 
pointed out before, but Littler was not in 
the business of dealing with facts, so he 
dodged this one along with the rest. 

Another benefit conferred on the compa- 


nies by the bill is that they-are permitted to 


charge a double fare for fifty years, for five 
cents is about a double fare now, and in a few 
years will be quite double what a reasonable 
fare should be. ) 

Littler then proceeded to attack the City 
Council of Chicago. The moral worth of 
this body is not preperly any of Littler’s con- 
cern. It is none of his business. He is not 


a citizen of Chicago, and the people of Chi- 


cago only will attend to the regulation of 
their legislative assembly. ‘They will attend 
to its moral tone and they are setting about 
the work now systematically and expect to 
do it thoroughly. As the law stands now, 
whenever the residents of a majority of the 
wards see fit they can elect Aldermen who 
will take hold of this street railway problem 
and ‘compél the roads to conform to the de 
mands of the people. The gradual reforme, 
tion of the Council is being brought abeut 
with that objeet in view, so that when the 

‘railway licenses begin to expire in 
‘pears, Gud as they continue, to expize 
up to twenty years from the present tinte, 
when the end will have been reached, there 
will be Councils which will insist upon the 
railways complying with the equitable con- 
ditions asked for by the public before those 
licenses are renewed. In that way the city 
will be able to get from the railway com- 
panies, not the beggarly sum provided in the 
Humphrey bills, but an adequate remunera- 
tion. 

The fact is that one of the chief objects 
of these bills is to prevent such action in the 
future by a reformed Couneil in Chicago. 
The city is to be cheated out of its property 
and its rights, and they are to be turned 
over to the custody of a State commission 
of three men, which will be like a reed 
shaken in a storm when the street railway 
companies besiege it for favors. 

Mr. Littler is not the guardian or the 
censor of the morals of Chicago and the 
Common Council. He had better try to 
keep his own garden patch in order before 
trespassing on that of others. For the 
records of the Senate, which he has con- 
spicuotsly helped to make, on these bills 
shows it is a much more venal body. than 
any Common Council Chicago ever had. 

These are the quibbling, lying, perverted, 
distorted statements in behalf of the cor- 
porations that Littler used in his defense 
of these bills. When analyzed what do they 
amount to? They do not contain a single 
reasonable argument why he or anybody 
else should approve these measures. The 


‘inspiration for Littler’s act must be found 


outside of this harangue. Is it based on 
his love for Yerkes? If not, then the read- 
ers of Tue TRIBUNE must judge for them- 
selves whence comes the spur to his in- 
famous championship of these infamous

THE GOVERNOR’S VETO. 

Behind the Legislature stands the Gov- 
ernor. It can pass bills by giving them the 
votes of a majority of all the members 
elected to each House—twenty-six Senators 
and seventy-seven Representatives. 

But the Governor has the veto power. It 
is not the weak, attenuated power exercised 
by Palmer, Oglesby, and Yates under the 
oid Constitution. All that was needed then 
to pass a bill over a veto was a majority of 
all the members elected to each House. It 
takes two-thirds now, 

To overcome a veto of the Humphrey bills 
they must get 102 votes in the House and 
84 in the Senate. Friday those bills received 
29 votes, and there were fire absentees. 
Some of them are knowh to be against the 
bills. Thus, a two-thirds majority cannot 
be bad unless some of those Who have voted 
in the negative are bought up) That is not 
to be anticipated. ’ 

So the matter is in the hands of the Gov- 
ernor. He can strangle these snakes if he 
will. Therefore, the people of Chicago and 
all the other cities in the State look to him. 
to doit. They have confidence in his integ- 
rity. They are convinced of his intelligence. 
They know that he understands the vicious 
character of these measures. f 

This is hot mistaken confidence en- 
tertain. The Governor will meet their ex- 
pectations fully. If he sees that the 
Humphrey: bills are likely to pass he will 
set to work on his veto message so that it 
may be read for submission to a General 
Assembly which will not override it.

Does that seem to anybody “a 
ridiculously low rental.“ It is a rental of 
6 per cent on $500,000;: and this valuation 
was fixed, after voluminous testimony had 
been taken, two years ago by three of the 
most public-spirited and high-minded citi- 
zens of Chicago—all chosen by the city— 
Gwynn Garnett, Eugene Cary, and John 
McLaren. No man has ever impugned the 
honor or disinterestednees of any one of 
them. We regard the valuation as exceed- 


| ingly high, and more than the land would 


fetch in open market today. But if it were 
not, what excuse would the shuffling petti- 
fogger and prevaricator, Fitzpatrick, find 
for his vote in the cincumstance that Tun 
TRIBUNE rental was, as he falsely says, 
“ridiculbusly low’ ? Would two wrongs 
make a right? Would he, as a legislator, 
be justified in giving away the streets of 
Chicago to a street railway company be- 
cause a newspaper had rented public land 
at less than its true value?

He is a truer 
representative of Chicago than the eleven 
city Senaters who voted for the Humphrey 
bills. It is true also that his vote would not 
have defeated those measures. But it would 
be better if the Senator had been présent 
and cast @ negative vote. Then the Senate 
journal would have contained an entry 
which he could always point to with pride.

Mr. Irving bas 
the best physique, Mr. Hare has probably 
the greatest versatility, while Mr. Bancroft, 
having had the least experience of the three, 
has yet to win his spurs.

But the real truth of {t all is that dram- 
atization, no matter how well done, can 


never be placed upon the same plane as play- 


writing. The latter is a glorious, untram- 
meled art which moves freely and unre- 
strained, while the latter, no matter how well 
done, shows the tugging of the check-rein 
at every etep. 

A real play must grow of itself, just as a 
real book grows, and it has often been main- 
tained by successful dramatic writers that 
the best plays are those which place before 
the public some actual experiences from the 
author's life. And as this is also certainly 
true of really successful books one sees 
again through thie fact that a difference 
of method is what chiefly separates the two 
arts. 

Thus, as it certainly must be difficult, if 
not impossible, for the same writer to have 
two separate methods of writing, one may 
pee that it is not only true that a success- 
ful novelist is unlikely to be a successful 
dramatist of his own novels, but he is also 
unlikely to be a successful playwright of 
original plays. 

So it may be maintained that in this, as in 
many other things, if every cobbler would 
stick to his last the shoes would be better, 
and no matter how indignant Mr. Hardy 
may be at the liberties taken by the drama- 
tist of his book, as a play it succeeds, while 
Mr. Parker can credit himself with a fail- 
ure—where success was preéminently cer- 
tain—precisely because he would not be

An Elusive Art. 

We are now assured that the dramatic 
version of Tess of the D’Urbevilles,” pro- 
duced by Minnie Maddern Fiske is success- 
ful.

One may use sealing wax or not, just as 
her fancy prompts her.

steel arch span, 550 feet. between points— 
the largest arch in the world—flanked on 
either side by a trussed span 118 feet in 
length, connecting the same with the cliff 
on each side of the river. In addition to this 
there will be approaches aggregating 290 
fest in length. 

This mighty structure, to cost half a mill- 
fon Collars, ard to weigh 7,200,000 pounds, is 
to take the place of the present suspension 
bridge, which was long considered one of the 
best in the world. It was built in 1855 by 
John A. Roebling for the Niagara F'alls In- 
ternational Bridge company of New Ycrk 
and the Niagara Falis Suspension Bridge 
company of Canada. 

In 1880 the original wooden suspended su- 
perstructure was found inadequate, and was 
substituted by a new steel stiffening truse 
820 feet long. Six years later the stone tuw- 
ers on top of the cliffs supporting the cables 
were found to be crumbling, and were re- 
placed by new ones of steel, without inter- 
ruption of traffic. Both of these changes 
were made under the direction of L. L. Buck, 
chief engineer in charge of the new structure 
for the Pennsylvania Steel company, which 
is doing the work for the two corporations 
owning the bridge franchise. 

Now comes another and a greater change. 
The old bridge, with its single track, is in- 
adequate for thé enlarged traffic and the in- 
crease in weight of locomotive engines, and 
will be replaced by a new bridge with two 
railway tracks on fts upper deck, and with 
wagon ways, sidewalks, and trolley tracks 
beneath. The lower tracks wil be used for 
an electric line from the United States to 
Canada around the Whirlpool Gorge. 

A strange feature in changing from one 
bridge to the other is that it will be done 
without interference with the heavy traffic, 
though the new bridge is being built on the 
exact site of the old one, which it surrounds, 
and with which it 16 interlaced. The new 
structure gets not one ounce of support from 
the old, as it extends from the cliffs on either 
side out into the air in an apparently mys- 
ferious manner, and to the eye of the tyro 
defies gravity. Its huge pieces of steel, which 
jn -some instances exceed thirty tons’ in 
weight, are being extended with apparently 
only the atmosphere under them. 

When these two sides of the arch meét in 
the center of the span and are joined the old 
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ceeds 2,000,000 pounds, which is equal to the 
traction power of 100 freight engines. 

In order to control the weight of the over 
hanging arms four dtamond-shaped adjust- 
ments are placed in the anchor chains, which 
are operated by right and left hand screws, 
revolved by a capstan that requires the 
united strength of eighteen men to turn. 

During erection. the new bridge is being 
kept slightly above its final position, so that 
when the last section of the arch is placed in 
position there will be a gap of several inches; 
then, by means of the adusting screws, the 
halves of the arch will be lowered, closing 
the gap and converting the two cantilever 
arms into one single arch. 

At this stage of the work eighty men will 
be required to move the capstans. 

The construction of the two decks and re- 
moval of the old bridge will follow, and when 
July 4 comes every piece of steel will be in 
pace, the 2,000,000 holes punched and drilled 
will have been filled with bolts and rivets, 
and the new bridge will be open for traffic. 


HE BELIEVES IN SHORT FRANCHISES, 


Mayor Mayberry of Detroit Discusses 
the Humphrey Bills—City Should 
Own Road Beds. 


Detroit, Mich., April 16.—[Editor of The 
Tribune. I am not familiar with the pro- 


visions of the Humphrey street railway - 


bills now pending in the Legislature of the 
State of Illinois and upon which an opin- 
jon is asked. I only know what is reported 
to me—viz.: That these bills would, in 
effect, remove the supervision of street rali- 
way affairs from the city to the State au- 
thorities. 

I should be absolutely opposed to any such 
movement. I look upon it as a move in the 
wrong direction. I believe the nearer you 
bring home the control of affairs to localities 
the better results will follow, ahd if evils 
exist: they will be sooner developed and 
sooner remedied. 

As Iam informed the bills in question con- 
fer upon the city substantially the power 
to grant, annul, and extend street rail. 
way franchises and fares, together with afl 
other matters.pertaining to the public func- 
tions of such corporations. The privileges 
that are given in the streets of a city are 
those which belong in a special sense to the 
locality. It is a use that is made neccs- 
sary by environment and calls for special 
control. It is peculiarly the property of 
the citizen, and I should be utterly opposed 
to any measure that will take from him a 
right so sacred, as well as so valuable and 
essential to his comfort. 

I do not think it is within the province of 
government—city, State, or nation—to enter 
upon the discharge of business enterprises 
not allied to the purposes of government. 
For this reason I should not deem it wise 
for a city to own and operate its street cars, 
but I do look with favor upon the idea of 
the cities laying tracks and roadbeds, so- 
called, then leasing the privilege of operat- 
ing to the person or persons who will give 
the lowest rate of fare and the shortesr

for a city to build new lines of. fond. batt 
think ‘that where lines now exist under con- 
tract or franchise at the earliest opport unity 
when it can be done the city should seek.to

arrayea like a continuous village, nestle 
over behind these levees from ten to, twenty 
feet below the crest of the water. It is mar- 
velous that an abiding confidence in the 
strength of these levees lulls the planters 
Into a sense of security so that they n 
at home unconcerned apparently with the 


river water five feet above their heads and 


within a foot or two of the top of the levees, 
which are about fifteen feet higher than the 
ordinary river bank. We could but recall 


the famous Johnstown situation as we looked 


out upon this endless vista of enchanting 
scenes that seemed to pursue us in untiring 
tide as we floated down the big stream. The 
levees are simply earthen embankments 
built near the banks of the river, and there 
are many destructive agencies which have 
to be provided against. There are musk- 
rats which bore into the embankments and 
make their homes there. Then there are 
the crawtlish, which also delight in cutting 
into the levees. Now and then en alligator 
will burrow into these earthworks. here 
is the wash of waves against the levees 
caused by the winds, and sloughing off of 
the inner slope of the lévees from saturation 
when the water in the river rises to nearly 
the top of the levee. It often happens that 
under the surface of the ground on which. 
the levees are built there are decayed and 
covered-up trunks of trees which form sub- 
terranean channels for the water to perco- 
late under the levees. The slopes of the 
levees' on the river side are at an angie, 


somewhat flat, so that the earth can be easily 


soadded and material will not be washed by 
the waves. 

The water is creéping up inch by inch at 
New Orleans and at several points along 
the river frent the water is within four or 
five inches of the top of the levees and every 
man is conscious that the surface of the 
water is several feet above his head.
